Our. two great systems have ceased 
to pay ordinary dividends; their traffic 
is declining with swift and fatal 
progression, and, if there is no substantia] 
improvement in the. nea future,

Markets for Japan. 


At this week’s general meeting of the 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia and 
China the chairman gave some iristances 
of Japan's industrial advancement in the | 
Far East. She is now one of the most 
formidable of the “‘dumping’’ nations, 
and her exports, sold at farcical prices, 
are found in almost every Asiatic market, 
Some of the prices were quoted. Japanese 
bicycles, said the chairman, are being sold 
in tae Straits Settlements and Java at 21s. 
apiece. In the Straits Settlements rubber: 
tipped pencils, made in Japan, ean be 
bought at 1s. 10d. a gross. A complete 
white cotton suit; with topee and shoes, 
costs Ós. in Java, while in India .it is 
possible to obtain electric bulbs at 1s. 6d. 
a dozen, and fountain pens at ós; a dozen. 
Dumping; of course, is not sound business, 
but it is an index to industrialisation, and 
its extent shows how formidable is the 
competition of Japan in the modern 
markets. A Montreal correspondent of 
The Times, writing in its Trade and 
Engineering Supptement, gives still 
another instance of Japan’s industrial 
penetration. The Canadian market, he 
says, has been invaded by large imports 
of rubber-soled footwear, which have 
“created a pretty problem in Empire 
trace relations.’’ This footwear is manu- 
fagtured at Singapore by Japanese 
interests, and, by virtue of its place of 
origin, is entered at the Canadian Customs 
under the British preferential tariff. Thus 
we begin to appreciate the boundless energy 
which has transformed Japan in less than 
a century from a sluggish oriental nation 
into one of the most efficient of modern 


‘States. If China ever reaches a similar 
peak of efficiency, the world’s markets will

An exceptional situation has arisen as 
a result of the reported intention of the 
Canadian Government to impose a tax of 
5 per cent. at source on interest and divi- 
dends payable to non-residents, writes our 
City Financial Correspondent. An uh-
